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Peel Police nab eight men in joint- 
force operation

Eight men in Brampton 
have been arrested following a 
joint-forces operation initiated 

y Peel Regional Police and 13 
other organizations. 

More than 80 charges have 
been laid as part of the inves- 
tigation, Peel Police reps said 
Wednesday afternoon, which 
involved a band of individuals 
engaging in drug trafficking, 
fraud and stolen property in 
southwestern Ontario, includ- 
ing Peel Region. 

“These arrests exemplify the 
excellent work our officers are 
doing to take drugs off the 
street and to put criminals be- 
hind bars,” Peel Police Chief 
Jennifer Evans said in a state- 
ment Wednesday evening, 
noting that the investigation 
had ties to criminal elements 
in the U.S. and as far as Pak- 
istan. 

“Criminal operations today 
are borderless, and the part- 
nerships we have are vital to 
our success,” Evans said. 

The investigation resulted in 
the recovery and seizure of 
several million dollars worth 
of stolen property, including 
$4.5 million of stolen tractor 


trailer cargo, 1.4 kilograms of 
heroin, 2.6 kilograms of 
opium and $50,000 in Cana- 
dian currency. 

Eight search warrants were 
simultaneously executed last 
Thursday, and resulted in a 
number of charges, including 
the following individuals: 

56 year-old Ravi Shanker, 
52 year-old Gurinder Bedi, 64 
year-old Bhupinder Raja. 35 
year-old Satnarine Ori, 28 


year-old Sukhveer Brar, 39 
year-old Gurpreet Dhillon, 70 
year-old Dilbag Aujia and 44 
year-old Karan Ghuman face a 
laundry list of charges, includ- 
ing importing heroin, traffick- 
ing opioids, trafficking in 
stolen goods, fraud, disquali- 
fied driving and possession of 
stolen property, among other 
offenses. 

A number of regional agen- 
cies, including police in Hal- 


ton, Waterloo, York, Toronto, 
Woodstock and Hamilton, 
along with the RCMP, FIN- 
TRAC and U.S. Homeland Se- 


curity/Drug — Enforcement 
Agency assisted in the investi- 
gation.

Two dead in Peel after violent 
Labour Day weekend 


A 37 yar-old Brampton 
man is under arrest after 
a pair of shootings on the 
Labour Day weekend that 
left two dead, in the re- 
pone 19th and 20th 

omicide cases. 

The incident happened 
on Sunday, Sep. 2 in the 
Vodden Street East and 
Kennedy Road area in 
Brampton, when officers 
responded to reports of a 
shooting around 12:43 
a.m. 

When they arrived, they 
discovered a male and fe- 
male victim suffering 
from trauma. Both vic- 
tims were transported to 
a nearby hospital for 
treatment, but the male, 
27 year-old Cliff Correia, 
succumbed to his injuries 
soon afterwards. 

Several hours later, a 
second shooting was re- 
ported in the Townley 
Crescent area around 
6:34 a.m. 

Officers responding to 
the scene located a male 


victim suffering from 
trauma, who was later 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

The victim was later 
identified as 33 year-old 
Derrik McKeown, of 
Georgetown. 

On Monday (Sep. 3), 27 
year-old Patrick Doyle, of 
Brampton, was arrested 
and charged with two 
counts of first degree 
murder and one count of 
attempted murder. 

Though police haven’t 
given a motive for the 
shootings, posts on the 
Facebook profiles for 
McKeown and Doyle sug- 
gest the shootings were 
related, as a posting by 
McKeown suggested that 
the female victim, Jessica 
Baycroft, was the mother 
of his child. 

Police are still looking 
for witnesses or surveil- 
lance video. Anyone who 
may have information is 
asked to call Peel Police at 
(905) 453-2121, ext. 3205.

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Big tech’s censorship ‘goolag’

Somewhere along the evolu- 
tion of Google, a great search 
engine turned into Franken- 
stein. 

The people who run the 
company decided, like an in- 
famous Twilight Zone episode 
(ook it up millennials), ‘serv- 
ing’ man isn’t an aspiration - 
it’s a tasty recipe. 

Power corrupts, and it has 
corrupted the tech giants 
who've decided they shouldn’t 
just exploit and profit from 
our personal data, they must 
control how we think and be- 
have too. I for one, choose to 
resist, and I’m not alone. 

Even as tech giants Apple 
and Amazon were hitting 
record high stock prices late 
last week, two of Silicon Val- 
ley’s other behemoths, Face- 
book and Google, struggled 
under a growing cloud of mis- 
trust and political backlash. 

To his credit, President 
Donald Trump went on the at- 
tack at a rally in Indiana and 
on Twitter to feed into that 
mistrust, accusing these com- 
panies rigging its algorithms 
to censor conservative voices, 
while moving liberal news to 
the top of their search engine

results. 

Would they really do such a 
thing? Why not? The main- 
stream media has been doing 
the same thing, albeit with 
older technology. 

Trump tweeted, “Google 
and others are suppressing 
voices of Conservatives and 
hiding information and news 
that is good. They are control- 
ling what we can & cannot see. 
This is a very serious situation 
— will be addressed!” As in the 
case of mainstream media de- 
nials of partisan bias, Google 
insists, there’s nothing to see 
here. 

“Search is not used to set a 
political agenda and we don’t 
bias our results toward any 
political ideology. Every year, 
we issue hundreds of im- 
provements to our algorithms 
to ensure they surface high- 
quality content in response to 
users’ queries. We continually 
work to improve Google 
Search and we never rank 
search results to manipulate 
political sentiment,” said a 
company spokesman. 

The search engine was ac- 
cused of rigging its search re- 
sults in a bid to help the 
Clinton campaign in 2016 by 
burying the results of conser- 
vative news sites. “In other 
words, they have it rigged, for 
me and others, so that almost 


all stories and news is bad,” 
Trump said. 

He also accused social 
media platforms like Face- 
book and Twitter of “silencing 
millions of people.” 

Is Trump just blowing 
smoke? Given the growing 
mistrust over the biased 
mainstream media, isn’t it 
possible the big tech compa- 
nies are doing the same thing? 

They don’t do it all the time 
with the same level of bias. 
Like the CBC, they ramp up 
the bias when it really mat- 
ters: around election time. 

With the U.S mid term elec- 
tions weeks away, some be- 
lieve the big tech companies 


are using their market domi- 
nance to suppress the Repub- 
lican message in favour of the 
Democrats. 

Companies like Google, 
Facebook and Twitter appear 
determined to repeat the same 
mistakes the mainstream 
media has made for decades. 

We're seeing the kind of be- 
trayal of the public by mass 
media sources now play out in 
the online tech world. The 
public already has the CNN 
Sucks T-shirt, and now its 
being fitted with one that 
reads Goolag, a play on the 
word Gulag intended to tie 
Google’s practices to those the 
notorious Soviet prison

camps. 

Trust in the news media is 
so low that a week of near 
monolithic anti-Trump vitriol, 
wall-to-wall abuse, attacks 
and flat out lies courtesy of 
CNN can barely dent the Pres- 
ident’s poll numbers, which 
remain strong. 

Barack Obama’s got fawn- 
ing coverage in comparison 
with the treatment of the 
Trump administration, and 
his numbers were worse at the 
same time in his presidency. 

It’s as much a testament of 
Trump’s success on the econ- 
omy as it is of the media’s di- 
minished capacity to sway 
public opinion one way or the 
other. 

Shouting hysterically 
doesn’t make you any more 
believable when nobody trusts 
what you say anymore. The 
public has reached that point 
with the media and it is 
quickly getting there with big 
tech. 

We can all do our bit even 
against an ubiquitous pres- 
ence like Google. The tiny act 
of rebellion by one of us be- 
comes revolutionary when 
multiplied millions of times a 
day by millions of people. We 
made these tech Franken- 
steins and we have the power 
to unmake them. Facebook’s 
value as a company fell 20 per 


cent in one day last July, cost- 
ing it $120b. Millions of share- 
holders dumped the 
company’s stock. It happened 
because ‘user growth’ was flat 
in the U.S and Canada. In one 
week, Mark Zuckerberg lost 
$16b. He can afford it but 
maybe next time, a third of his 
company’s value can go up in 
smoke. 

Instead of Google, use an- 
other search engines like Bing 
or DuckDuckgo. I still use it, 
but it’s not my first or second 
choice. Do it once, do it twice 
and suddenly, it becomes a 
habit. Set a different default 
search engine on computer 
homepage and suddenly, what 
you thought was a necessity 
can be done away with. 

Dump your shares of the 
company, ditch their apps, 
and refuse to use their email 
service. Remember - _ this 
company thinks of you as its 
product, packaging and selling 
your information to make its 
billions. Without you or your 
information, your engage- 
ment, it has nothing to sell. 

Fight back or get used to 
tech tyranny. I’ve made my 
choice.

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Trudeau using cabinet “leaks” to diffuse public 
anger over growing list of policy bungles

A pair of recent Trudeau 
cabinet leaks to the media 
are aimed at assuaging pub- 
lic anger over two major 
government failures - the 
delayed rollout of infrastruc- 
ture cash and the deepening 
refugee crisis. 

Think of the leaks as a way 
for the PM to say ‘we feel 
your pain,’ without actually 
accepting responsibility or 
committing to change. 

They're designed to give 
the public a glimpse at the 
government’s (allegedly) 
conflicted human side with- 
out it having to admit fail- 
ures in any official capacity. 
It’s their way of saying ‘we’re 
struggling with this but 
we're trying.’ 

Ultimately, it’s just cheap, 
backchannel public rela- 
tions, a way of trying to 
make us feel sorry for them. 
It must be getting closer to 
election time and the Liber- 
als’ internal numbers are not 
good. 


This is evident in an ad- 
mission of sorts - the gov- 
ernment’s refugee policy is 
in an absolute mess. 

In a letter from Immigra- 
tion Minister Ahmed 
Hussen to the Canadian Bar 
Association obtained by the 
National Post, the minister 
admitted the number of asy- 
lum seekers is going up “far 
beyond” what the system 
can handle. 

Even as he was feeding a 
pack of lies to friendly media 
sources in the form of an ar- 
ticle published in the 
Toronto Star headlined 
“Canada’s border control 
system is working,” he knew 
the system is failing. 

His leaked admission to 
the law society suggests the 
Liberals’ internal polling on 
the issue is terrible and 
could cost them at the polls 
next year. 

That’s hardly a shock to 
anyone who reads this pub- 
lication, as we’ve been say- 
ing it for weeks. We now 
know Hussen thinks the sit- 
uation is “not sustainable” 
and that “without changes to 
improve efficiency and pro- 


ductivity of the asylum 
process, wait times and 
backlogs will only continue 
to grow.” 

Before the letter became 
public, the government re- 
sorted to the usual politically 
charged rhetoric accusing 
critics of being “misleading, 
divisive, and dangerous.” 
There were media stories 
dismissing the idea our bor- 
der is in crisis. 

It turns out the word crisis 
isn’t far wrong. We learn the 
minister himself thinks the 
situation is untenable. 


So why not just come right 
out and say it? The govern- 
ment wants to have it both 
ways, maintaining the public 
face that says everything is 
under control, while telling 
Canadians it shares in the 
public’s concerns. 

There is nothing ‘acciden- 
tal’ about such leaks to their 
liberal media buddies. It’s a 
strategy designed to say, ‘we 
agree with you but can’t ac- 
tually admit it.’ 

Don’t assume the leak sug- 
gests the government will re- 
strict border crossings. They 


are committed to open bor- 
ders on a deep ideological 
and political level as a means 
of remaking the country. 

There are radicals in the 
Liberal caucus who would 
eliminate the border all to- 
gether it they could get away 
with it politically. 

The other ‘leaked’ tidbit 
betrays a level of frustration 
over the slow rollout of in- 
frastructure funding. As re- 
ported, a letter from 
Trudeau to new Infrastruc- 
ture Minister Francois- 
Philippe Champagne shows 
he’s frustrated the infra- 
structure money is not being 
spent as planned. 

His government promised 
to spend more than $180- 
billion on infrastructure over 
12 years. Infrastructure 
critic Michael Chong called 
the note “an admission of 
failure” from the govern- 
ment regarding a key cam- 
paign promise. 

Such leaks are a form of 
damage control, and you can 
expect to see more it in the 
months ahead given growing 
public backlash against the 
Kinder Morgan pipeline de- 


bacle, mounting debt, lousy 
job reports and carbon 
taxes. The leaks are a com- 
munications strategy, not a 
way of telegraphing a change 
in policy. 

The government is doing 
exactly what it wants, but 
also wants to appear con- 
cerned and sensitive to the 
public. 

It’s the Trudeau govern- 
ment’s way of showing 
Canadians they’re frustrated 
with the way things are 
going too, as if their failures 
are out of their control or it’s 
somebody else’s fault. It’s 
the same strategy Obama 
used during his time in of- 
fice, making it appear he was 
in opposition to the very 
same destructive policies he 
himself was responsible for. 

The PMO will have its 
choice of liberal “journos” 
willing to carry water for 
Justin Trudeau especially as 
we near election time and 
his popularity numbers re- 
main in the doldrums. 

The only challenge is how 
to spread those “leaks” be- 
tween so many willing polit- 
ical hacks.

hot topic at PDSB meetng

With the school year un- 
derway, the Peel District 
School Board reconvened to 
discuss a contentious topic 
with ramifications for many 
teachers. 

Asmall pa of local resi- 
dents, including parents and 
social justice advocates, stood 
alongside members of educa- 
tor unions to make their 
voices heard regarding the 
provincial government's re- 
peal of the 2014 Health and 
Physical Education Curricu- 
lum (HPE) earlier this sum- 
mer. 

The one-hour discussion 
was kicked off by a motion 
from Wards 6 & 11 Trustee 
Robert Crocker calling for 
support for Peel teachers' 
professional judgment and of 
PDSB educators in delivering 
a curriculum that supports 
student safety, well being and 
inclusivity, 

Also on the agenda was a 
letter from Sam Hammond, 
President of the Elementary 
Teachers’ Federation of On- 
tario, who strongly opposed 
the government's move. The 
letter called for public advo- 
cacy by the Peel Board to op- 
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pose the repeal of the cur- 
riculum. 

"Abrupt changes when 
teachers have already suc- 
cessfully transitioned to the 
updated curriculum under- 
mine the legitimacy of the 
provincially mandated cur- 
riculum," Hammond said in 
the ETFO letter. 

Outgoing Peel board chair 
Janet McDougald said that it 
was important to follow the 
letter of the law with regards 
to the government’s request. 

“We would not want to put 
any of our staff or the board 
in a position that is illegal or 
unlawful. It would only come

to negative consequences for 
this board,” she said. 

In turn, the board’s current 
Trustees commented that the 
so-call "snitch line" to enable 
anonymous reporting of per- 
ceived non-compliance 
worked against long-estab- 
lished protocols to resolve 
any issues, beginning with 
the teacher in the classroom. 

Caledon Trustee Stan 
Cameron took to Twitter to 
make his concerns known, 
stating, "when (the HPE) 
curriculum is revamped 3 
times in 3 years ... how does 
this help safety, wellbeing & 
inclusivity for students?"

The day before the board 
meeting, PDSB education di- 
rector Peter Joshua released 
an internal memorandum re- 
garding the HPE curriculum, 
so that resources could adapt 
class plans while the govern- 
ment undergoes public con- 
sultations to develop a new 
plan for the 2019-20 school 
year. 

The internal memo notes 
that high school students will 
still learn from the 2015 cur- 
riculum, which addresses 
modern-day issues such as 
same-sex matriage, gender 
and cyberbullying.

Health Canada approves drug for treatment of breast cancer 


by Alex Gregory 


A new drug designed to 
treat a type of breast cancer 
post-surgery has been ap- 
proved by the federal 


Health Department. 

Mississauga’s Roche 
Canada made the an- 
nouncement Tuesday 


morning, and_ explained 
that the drug, called Perjeta, 
is designed to significantly 
reduce the risk of recur- 
rence or death from patients 
living with HER2 (human 
epidermal growth factor re- 
ceptor)-positive early breast 
cancer. 

Health Canada approved 
the drug treatment, which 
will be used in combination 
with the drug Herceptin, 
after tests showed that it re- 
duced the chance of recur- 
rence or death in patients 
with lymph-node positive 


disease by 23% after a one- 
year treatment, and patients 
with hormone receptor-neg- 
ative disease by 24%. 

The approval for the drug 
regimen was based on re- 
sults of the Phase III Aphin- 
ity study, which showed a 
significant reduction in the 
risk of invasive breast can- 
cer recurrence or death 
compared to Herceptin and 
chemotherapy. 

"Our treatment goal for 
early breast cancer is to cure 
the disease, and a big part of 
this is to prevent the disease 
from coming back," said 
Sunnybrook Odette Cancer 
Centre oncologist Dr. 
Katarzyna Jerzak. “The data 
shows this new treatment 
option can be clinically 
meaningful and can signifi- 
cantly reduce the risk of re- 


currence for some women 
with breast cancer." 

Last year, an estimated 
26,300 women were diag- 
nosed with breast cancer, 
and 5,000 died. Breast can- 
cer is the second-highest 
cause of death in Canadian 
women, and typically occurs 
between 50-69 years of age. 

"Thankfully, there are 
many treatment success sto- 
ries when breast cancer is 
diagnosed early, however 
many patients do have a re- 
currence that can progress 
to an incurable stage," says 
Rethink Breast Cancer 
founder MJ DeCoteau, who 
praised the treatment. 

"This approval is an im- 
portant milestone, as it pro- 
vides another treatment 
option that is effective at re- 
ducing the risk of disease re- 


currence, an important 
treatment goal for patients." 

Roche Canada, which is 
headquartered in the north- 
ern end of the city at Missis- 


sauga Road, employs more 
than 1,000 people, with its 
local pharmaceuticals head 
office and medical test divi- 
sion in Laval, Quebec.

7 3 Region announces reduction in childcare 
session for candidates costs to help struggling parents 


Families struggling to af- 
ford daycare services for 
their child will soon have a 
helping hand -- in the form 
of a cost reduction for child- 
care services. 

The announcement, 
which was made this week 
by Peel Region, the province 
and the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, will reduce childcare 
fees by $6 per day of part- 
time care and $12 per day of 
full-day care for an esti- 
mated 12,100 children cur- 
rently in licensed care. 

The move, which was dis- 
cussed earlier this year at 
Regional Council, will help 
support affordable childcare 
services for parents living in 
the region, as associated 
costs have risen substan- 
tially in recent years. 

The announcement is the 
first time child care have 
been decreased system- 
wide, regional Early Years 
and Child Care Services di- 
rector Suzanne Finn said 
Monday. 

“This is an exciting oppor- 
tunity for families ... it is 
part of our continued com- 
mitment to target afford- 
ability needs for all families 
in Peel,” she said. 


Reports submitted by Re- 
gional Council earlier this 
year show that the average 
family living in Peel with 
two young children spends 
approximately one-third 
(35 per cent) of their net in- 
come on childcare. Finn 
said that the region aims to 


reduce that number to 11 
per cent of net household 
income on childcare. 

The fee reduction will be 
made available to families 
with children up to the age 
of four (including infants, 
toddlers and preschoolers 
not old enough to attend 
kindergarten). 


Representatives from the 
region also say that they are 
currently looking at further 
affordability targets as part 
of the Early Years and Child 
Care Program and Services, 
which is planned to be offi- 
cially released next year.

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Inaugural art exhibition brings “work of wind” to industrial area

A neighbourhood known 
for its industrial buildings is 
set to get a “burst of air”, as 
a contemporary art exhibi- 
tion co-funded by the Uni- 
versity of Toronto 
Mississauga launches later 
this month.
